Possibility Tiger Stadium 
in Romulus is growing

A Detroit Tiger press re- 
lease stating the team must 
now begin looking at possible 
stadium sites outside the city 
of Detroit, has many once 
again gazing at Romulus as 
that alternate site. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
and local Metro World execu- 
tives have already met several 
times with Tiger owner Mic- 
hael Ilitch and presented him 
with an offer to build a modern 
baseball stadium for the Ti- 
gers in Romulus. 

McAnally has openly 
stressed the advantages of re- 
locating the 21st century sports 
facility in Romulus, stating the 


great environmental plus Ro- 
mulus offers by not having to 
destroy and remove any exist- 
ing building structure. 

Ilitch was quoted as saying 
Monday night he had the $200 
million to construct the new 
stadium, but not the $400 mil- 
lion needed to condemn and 
demolish facilities currently 
located in his favored site near 
Fox Theatre in Detroit. 

Displaying his aggravation 
with what he sees are official 
delays in making a decision in 
Detroit, the Tiger press re- 
lease set a deadline of April 
1997 for opening day at the 
new stadium. 

“I’ve gotten nothing from 
Gov. Engler and nothing from 
Mayor Archer,” Ilitch com- 


plained prior to a planned 
Tuesday meeting between 
himself and Archer. 

Archer has visited new sta- 
diums in Cleveland and Bal- 
timore, as well as the classic 
remodeled Wrigley Field in 
Chicago as preludes to making 
a decision on supporting a new 
or remodeled stadium for De- 
troit. 

Publicly Archer refused to 
look pressured by the Tiger 
statement, but sources close to 
Archer feel he does not want 
the Tigers leaving Detroit. 

Archer vowed he would 
make a decision on the sta- 
dium by no later than this 
weekend.

Opposition to the state 
school reform plan known as 
Proposal A was widespread in

count. 


Superintendent of Romulus 
Schools Dr. William Bedell 
praised the wisdom of local vo 
ters, whom, he said, “were not 
taken in by Gov.

Those precincts voting in 
support of the Proposal A mea- 
sure were: Precinct 1 by a 106 
to 73 count; Precinct 11 by a 
count of 153-106, Precinct 12 by 
180 146. Precinct 13 by 62-46 
and Precinct 16 by 164- 123. 


Those precincts opposing 
the tax package include: Pre 
cinct 2 by 176- 150, Precinct 3 
by 101-62, Precinct 4 by 113-71, 
Precinct 5 by a scant 93-92, Pre- 
cinct 7 by 146-122, Precinct 8 by 
78-57, Precinct 9 by 112- 62 and 
Precinct 10 by 74-61. 

Other supporter units in- 
cluded Precinct 14 by 96-63, 
Precinct 15 by 119-115, Pre- 
cinct 17 by 141-112 and Pre- 
cinct 18 by 110-85.

Transportation of hazardous waste is, and always will be the sticking point in operating 
chemical waste disposal facilities. The vision of a forty-eight wheeler careening into a school 
yard filled with children and bursting into a huge fireball is what Hollywood movies are made of. 
Fortunately, this is far from the real story about the waste chemical transport industry. 

The transportation of hazardous materials, whether new chemicals, fuels, fertilizers, paints or 
hazardous waste, is safe and well regulated. In fact, a hauler of hazardous waste is better 
trained, more comprehensively tested for his or her knowledge of safety and emergency situa- 
tions, and carries greater liability insurance than a hauler of new chemicals or pesticides. 
Licensed transport companies also ensure that their drivers are alcohol and drug-free. 

The trucks that haul the chemical waste must meet rigid licensing and safety standards that 
include a thorough safety inspection every time they go out on the road. The paperwork 
(manifests) on their cargoes is prepared to exacting regulations and is available at all times for 
emergency response and enforcement personnel. The transporter must have a spill remediation 
plan, including a contract with a firm that specializes in environmental remediation. In addi- 
tion, the transport companies are heavily insured to cover any contingency. The U.S. Senate has 
recently introduced two additional bills (that are virtually assured of passing) to further reduce 
the risk of unintentional injury from hauling these materials. 

We’ve come a long way from the days of the “midnight dumper”. The hazardous waste transport 
industry is proud of its safety and compliance record. In fact, this industry is probably the safest 
of any commodity hauler. To bring this close to home, the safety requirements for hauling 
hazardous chemical wastes far exceed these for transporting our children to school! 

Early in the planning stages, we were asked to perform a risk analysis on the EDS site plan for 
the movement and transfer of the liquid waste materials as well as evaluate the transport route 
to the EDS site from the major highways. These efforts resulted in a transporter safety plan that 
includes route designation and scheduling their arrival times to avoid school busses and 
commuter traffic. Call or visit the EDS office if you have any questions or if you would like to 
look at the site plan with its many safety features.

Trustee cancels trip 

$6,000 New Orleans trip raises fund furor at school board

Amid controversy regarding 
the expenditure of more than 
$6,000 to send three Wayne 
Westland school board mem 
bers to the National School 
Boards Association Confer 
ence in New Orleans, Board 
Treasurer Patricia Brown an 
nounced that she does not plan 
to attend the conference' due 
to alternate plans. 

“I’m not going as far as I’m 
concerned today. 1 made the 
decision prior to the newscast 
... because I don’t know if I’ll 
be available that week,” 
Brown said. 

Brown declined to comment 
on what prompted her deci- 
sion. 

The news program Brown 
was speaking of was the March 
18 edition of the Channel 7 
Waste Watch program in which 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Larry Thomas and Board 
member Richard LeBlanc 
were interviewed about the 
decision to send three board 
members to the convention. 
The program noted that many 
program cuts have been made 
during the past year, including 
the decision to allow students 
to pay-to-participate in sports 
programs rather than cutting 


them altogether. 

“My difficulty was that we 
have three board members 
going at the same time,” 
LeBlanc said. “I don’t believe 
we have enough money at this 
time to support several board 
members to go to New Or- 
leans.” 

LeBlanc also argued that it 
was not the board’s recommen- 
dation to send three members, 
but rather Board President 
Francis Winter’s suggestion. 

“We are going through radi- 
cal changes ... and he (Thomas) 
recommended one person be 
sent to the conference. Bud 
(Winter) chose three,” LeBlanc 
said. 

“It’s my job to give my rec- 
ommendation on what I think 
is right.'' Thomas said. How- 
ever, he added, “The decision 
is made by the board.” 

LeBlanc also disputed the 
majority vote of the board to 
postpone a regularly sched- 
uled board meeting on April 
11 so that conference at- 
tendees can attend. 

“We still have a quorum. 
The meeting should go on as 
scheduled,” LeBlanc said. 

Brown said she received 
word of the 5 p.m. newscast 
and decided to call in to the 11 
p.m. news to make the announ- 
cement. 


According to Brown, she 
mailed in her cancellation and 
expects a full recovery of the 
registration fee for the confer- 
ence, however the cost of the 
plane flight would be for- 
feited. Brown said that she 
may pay the cost of the airfare 
herself. 

Chief Fiscal Officer Randy 
Liepa said the district is still 
seeking a refund on the airfare 
which cost $219. 

Brown, who was registered 
to attend fall and winter Michi- 
gan Association of School 
Board (MASB) conferences, 
admitted that she canceled out 
of the conferences prior to at- 
tending for personal reasons. 

“I had to cancel from the 
two conferences for unfore- 
seen reasons due to health 
problems,” Brown said. 

The board member said she 
offered to pay for any lost 
money, but was told by one ad- 
ministrator that it wouldn’t be 
necessary. According to Chief 
Fiscal Officer Randy Liepa, 
$189 was lost when Brown can- 
celed after the deadline for 
the fall conference. 

According to Assistant to 
the Superintendent Gary Dell, 
Board Vice- President Mathew 
McCusker and board member 
Debra Fowlkes have not can- 
celed and still plan to attend. 


In addition, Dell added, the 
deadline for cancellation from 
the conference was March 18. 

Fowlkes said at first that 
she was reconsidering 
whether or not she should at- 
tend, but after talking to 
others, she decided that she 
would not cancel plans to at- 
tend. 

“I’ve decided it’s for the best 
that people get out and see 
what is going on with educa- 
tion,” Fowlkes said. “I made a 
commitment to provide the 
best possible education I 
could. For years all board 
members have gone to the con- 
ference. Other boards send 
many of their people, we’re 
sending only a few.” 

Fowlkes added that she 
needs more knowledge into 
the education of children. 

“I haven’t been a teacher or 
anything. It’s the only way I’ll 
learn and grow. You just don’t 
learn by sitting up at those 
seats (on the board),” Fowlkes 
said. 

When the issue was raised 
at the March 14 board meeting 
other board members ex- 
pressed their discontent as 
well. 

“We’re in a huge budget 
crunch. This trip will cost over 
$6,000,” board member Laurel 
Raisanen said. 


Raisanen and LeBlanc 
voted against postponing the 
regularly scheduled meeting, 
while Winter and the three 
conference attendees voted to 
approve the rescheduling. 
Board member Vicky Welty 
was absent, but expressed her 
concerns as well. 

“I’m not against confer- 
ences or in-services. They are 
invaluable in learning how to 
be a good board member ... but 
I don’t believe it was appropri- 
ate to send three board mem- 
bers,” Welty said. 

Brown voiced her concern 
about hotel stays in-state dur- 
ing the board meeting. 

“I’m more concerned about 
a board member who stays 
downtown rather than out-of- 
state. That board member has 
wasted money for three years,” 
Brown said. 

Brown later identified that 
board member as Welty. Welty 
declined to comment regard- 
ing Brown’s allegations. 

With approximately $10,000 
spent on school board confer- 
ences during the 1992-93 
school year, Liepa said, admin- 
istration anticipates spending 
$9,000 on conferences this 
school year.

Mexican changes expected

“Hispanics really love 
American products,” Yolonda 
Gomex-Stupka, head of the 
Michigan Hispanic Chamber 
of Commerce told students at 
the recent North Atlantic Free 
Trade Agreement (NAFTA) 
symposium at Romulus High 
School. 

The symposium was con- 
ducted at the high school to ac- 
quaint Wayne County area 
students with the many issues 
surrounding the NAFTA bill 
approved by Congress last 
year. 

Gomex-Stupka stated, “We 
all agree there are mass differ- 
ences between American and 
Mexican economic lives today, 
but what we need to learn is 
that the NAFTA plan is to 
level the North American eco- 
nomic and environmental 
playing field for all involved in 
coming years.” 


The chamber official said 
today no Escorts are being 
sold to Mexican customers, but 
within a few years more than 
11,000 are expected to be mar- 
keted there. 

“A great deal of press was 
generated on Mexico’s poor 
environmental factors during 
the campaign to pass NAFTA,” 
she said, “but what many 
Americans failed to realize 
was that in past years Mexico 
had no incentive to improve its 
ecology.” 

Today Mexico has set aside 
1 percent of the gross national 
product to support environ- 
mental changes, more than any 
other nation in the world, she 
said. 

With NAFTA, Mexicans will 
find it very advantageous to 
improve the environment near 
their homes, schools and busi- 
nesses in coming years, or they 
could lose the business offered 
through the trade agreement 

But Gomex-Stupka warned, 


“The changes will not happen 
with a snap of the fingers, it 
will take time. Mexico also has 
some very strong trade unions 
and they have many of the 
same hopes and fears as Amer- 
icans.” 

Mexicans also are dedi- 
cated to rebuilding roadways, 
phone systems and infrastruc- 
tures, but they know they can- 
not do it by themselves, the 
chamber executive explained. 

Other key seminars during 
the all-day symposium in- 
cluded discussion of the 
NAFTA impact on Canada and 
Japan as well as American 
auto, industrial and agri- 
cultural zones. 

More than 300 out of town 
high school students attended 
the symposium, along with 
many Romulus students. 

The NAFTA study will cli- 
max this June with Romulus 
students hosting a national 
call-in show on the C-Span ca- 
ble television channel.

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Wayne mayor will seek 
county commissioner seat 


Wayne Mayor Ken Warfield 
recently announced he is 
throwing his hat into the politi- 
cal ring and will seek the 11th 
District Wayne County Com- 
mission seat 

The commission seat is be- 
ing vacated by Bryan Amann. 
Warfield said he is confident 
that with the strong support of 
voters, labor, community 
leaders and elected officials, 
he will be able to win the nom- 
ination in the August primary 
election. 

His mission is, “To provide 
the highest level of safety, 
property protection and qual- 
ity of life possible, and to make 
sure your tax dollars are used 
efficiently,” he said. 

Warfield, a retired fire 
chief, led the City of Wayne to 
become one of the first cities 
in the country to have a man- 
datory smoke detector ordi- 
nance in 1977, 

Under his direction, Wayne 
also became one of the first 
communities to have their fire- 
fighters trained as public 
safety educators. 

As mayor, he is currently in 
the process of building a $4 
million public library in down- 
town Wayne, and when the li- 
brary is completed in the 
spring of 1995, the old library 
will be converted to a senior 
citizens center. 

Warfield was elected to a 
four-year term on the Wayne 
City Council in November 
1991. His colleagues on the city 
council then elected him to 
serve as mayor until the next 
council election. 

Warfield’s association with

of its Automatic Detection 
the City of Wayne began in 
1962 when he was hired as a 
professional firefighter. Seven 
years later, he became a fire 
sergeant and maintained that 
position for five years. 

He was then appointed as- 
sistant fire chief/fire marshal, 
and after one year, was appoin- 
ted fire chief. Warfield retired 
from the Wayne Fire Depart- 
ment in 1989. 

During his career with the 
fire department, Warfield 
served as president of the 
Michigan Fire Chiefs Associa- 
tion and president of the 
Southeastern Michigan Fire 
Chiefs Association. 

He was also active in the In- 
ternational Association of Fire 
Chiefs, served as the chairman 


Committee for many years and 
was the Michigan vice presi- 
dent of the Great Lake divi- 
sion. 

Within the community. War- 
field was active in the Wayne 
Jaycees, Kiwanis and Wayne 
Youth Hockey. He chaired the 
local fund drives of the Muscu- 
lar Dystrophy Association of 
America and the American 
Cancer Society. 

He is a native of Kentucky 
and a graduate of South- 
eastern High School in Detroit, 
the National Fire Academy 
and the Metropolitan Detroit 
Police Academy. 

His leadership history in- 
cludes: member of the Wayne 
Fire Department- 1962-1989; 
promoted to Wayne fire 
chief-1974-1989; Wayne city 
council- 1991-1994; mayor of 
Wayne-1991 -present; Wayne- 
Westland Community Federal 
Credit Union Board of Direc- 
tors-10 years; chairman of the 
Downtown Development 
Authority-1991 -present; vice 
chairman of Central Wayne 
County Sanitation Author- 
ity-1994; Wayne Cable Commit- 
tee-1991- present; delegate of 
the National League of Cities 
Congress-1991- present; mem- 
ber of the Transportation and 
Communication Committee for 
the National League of 
Cities-1992-present; active 
member of the Conference of 
Western Wayne County-1991- 
present; and chairman of the 
Wayne Retirement 
Board-1991 -present.

In accordance with P.A. 359 of 1941, as ;unendcd and Chapter 19, 
Article 3, of die Romulus Code of Ordinances it shall he the duly of all 
owners of hinds on which noxious weeds are found growing, to 
destroy the same before they reach a seed bearing stage and to prevent 
such weeds from becoming a detriment to public health. 

If any such owner, agent or occupant of such land shall refuse to 
destroy such noxious weeds or cause diem to be destroyed, it shall be 
the duty of the Noxious Weed Commissioner to enter upon such land 
and destroy such noxious weeds. 

Any expense incurred in such destruction shall be paid by die owner or 
owners of such land, and die City shall have a lien against such land 
for such expense. Any owner who sliail refuse to destroy such noxious 
weeds shall be subject to a line of not more than $500.00 and/or not 
more than 90 days in jail. 

Nothing in this notice shall apply to weeds in fields devoted to 
growing any small grain crop such as wheats, oats, barley or rye. 

All weeds not cut by May 20, 1994 will be cut by the City and die 
owner of the property will be charged widi the cost. Subsequent 
cuttings will be done as often as necessary when vegetation reached 12 
inches in height and/or seed bearing stage.

It has been rumored that 
long-time former Wayne mayor 
and councilman Patrick Nor- 
ton intends to throw a bid in 
for the 13th District U.S. Con- 
gressional seat. 

Norton recently informed 
the Associated Newspapers that 
he is considering the political 
move, however, he hasn’t offi- 
cially announced his inten- 
tions to run for Congressional 
office. 

“I am seriously looking into 
the possibility of running for 
the 13th District seat,” Norton 
said. “I’m doing some polling 
right now and studying the sit- 
uation.” 

Norton said he has always 
wanted to become a congress- 
man. If elected, the move 
would be somewhat a natural 
transition for the politician 
who was elected to the Wayne 
City Council 10 times and has 
served as mayor of the Wayne 
community for 17 years. 

It was only last July when 
Norton decided to leave his 
councilman chair in order to 
concentrate more on his busi- 
ness. 

"I feel that now is the 
chance to take on a political 
challenge like this which 
would allow me the ability to 
improve the communities in 
this district,” Norton said. 


Norton has a long history of 
success with the city council. 
He was elected to the council 
as the youngest member at age 
29 in 1964. He previously in- 
formed the Associated News- 
papers that when he was first 
elected to the Wayne City 
Council, he had visions then of 
becoming a full-time politi- 
cian, state senator or repre- 
sentative. 

“I figured getting on the city 
council would be a good way to 
get started,” Norton said. 

Some of the major accom- 
plishments in the city during 
Norton’s tenure included: the 
creation of the Wayne Commu- 
nity Center; development of 
the Glenwood Heights residen- 
tial area; development of the 
John Hix condominiums; Leg- 
acy Estates; all the Ford Motor 
Co. plants on Michigan Avenue 
including the new paint plant; 
Annapolis Hospital; and the 
State Wayne Theater. 

If elected to the 13th Dis- 
trict, Norton said his primary 
agenda includes working on 
behalf of the Willow Run Plant 
employees to assist with get- 
ting jobs back. 

“I also would like to con- 
tinue the expansion of the 
Ford Motor Co. and tackle 
some of the issues with the 
health care plan,” Norton said. 
“I have never run for Congres- 
sional office before. I believe 
Congressman Bill Ford has 


done a good job, and I just 
want to have the opportunity 
to make this area even better.” 

Norton said he intends to 


make an official announce- 
ment of whether or not he is 
going to run for the 13th Dis- 
trict by the May 5 filing dead- 
line.

A 19-year-old transient man 
was sentenced to two to 10 
years in prison by Detroit Re- 
corder’s Judge Leonard 
Townsend for committing an 
armed robbery in which a 
Westland convenience store 
clerk was beaten with a 2-foot 
long metal pipe. 

Charles Emory Gates 
pleaded guilty to the robbery 
which netted $33.50 from a 
7-Eleven convenience store, 
located at 172 John Hix Road 
in Westland on Dec. 20, 1993. 


The injured clerk sustained a 
head wound which required 
four stitches to close. 

Shawn Michael Fischer, a 
21-year-old Garden City man 
accused of driving the getaway 
car, was also charged with 
armed robbery and faces a 
jury trial before Townsend on 
April 19. Fischer posted a 
$5,000A0 percent bond. If con- 
victed, he could face up to life 
in prison. 

During an earlier prelimi- 
nary examination in Westland 
18th District Court, the 43-year- 
old store clerk testified that 
the robber, whom the clerk 


identified as Gates during a 
police line-up, came into the 
store twice on Dec. 20. The first 
time, the victim testified, Gates 
put some merchandise on the 
counter and said he would be 
back to pay for it. About 20 
minutes later, around 1:50 a.m., 
Gates returned and asked the 


clerk for a package of ciga- 
rettes in addition to the other 
merchandise. When the clerk 
reached up to grab them, Gates 
hit the victim on the side of his 
head with the metal pipe caus- 
ing him to fall to the floor, the 
employee said. 

The victim said he saw 


Gates swing the pipe again and 
blocked his head and was 
struck on the back of his hand 
while laying on the floor. 

Gates then smashed the 
store register with the pipe 
and ordered the victim to give 
him the money, the clerk testi- 
fied. 

After taking the cash, the 
clerk said, he saw the thief run 
across the store parking lot 
and head north on John Hix 
Road. The employee was later 
taken to the hospital for medi- 
cal treatment. 

The clerk testified that he 
never saw Fischer during the 


robbery, but that Fischer was a 
regular customer at the 
7-Eleven located on Merriman 
Road near Palmer. 

According to Westland po- 
lice Sgt. Donald Haigh, 
Fischer voluntarily came to 
the police station and confes- 
sed to his participation in the 
robbery. 

“I was called in to talk with 
him at the station. He said he 
would give information about 
the person who robbed the 
store. It appeared to me that 
he was not a witness, but a par- 
ticipant,” Haigh said. 


2nd competency test ordered for man charged with robbery

A second competency exam- 
ination has been ordered for a 
Redford man accused of un- 
armed robbery following an al- 
leged purse snatching incident 
in Westland in late January. 

Donald Sheridan Duggan, 
35, who is on parole after serv- 
ing 11 years in prison for 
armed robbery, is being held 
on a $10,000 cash bond. If tried 
and convicted, he could face 
up to 15 years in prison. 

Sheridan was determined 
not to be competent by psychi- 
atrists at the Detroit Re- 
corder’s Court Psychiatric 
Clinic. However, Westland 18th 
District Judge C. Charles 
Bokos ordered a second exam- 
ination at Ypsilanti Forensic 
Center after Wayne County 
Prosecutor Thomas Trzcinski 
asked for an independent eval- 
uation. 


“I don’t have a whole lot of 
confidence in his (Detroit psy- 
chiatrist) professional judg- 
ment,” Trzcinski said. 

The alleged robbery oc- 
curred around 6:35 p.m. on

You be the judge 

Shakespeare, we suspect, may have been wrong. The 
Bard of Avon is often quoted as suggesting, “First, kill all 
the lawyers.” We suspect the ancient playwright might 
have an alternate suggestion were he to encounter the 
American court system today. We think he’d be far more 
annoyed with the nonsense lawsuits and charges with clog 
up the finest justice system in the world. 

We know we are. 

While we certainly wouldn’t claim to have the wisdom 
or talent of a man like Shakespeare, it really doesn’t re- 
quire his superior intellect to realize that the recent well- 
publicized court cases in this area are a poor use of the 
system-and that some of the foolish, childish and self- 
aggrandizing claims we read about are a hindrance to 
those who have genuine cause to seek redress in the sys- 
tem. 

Recently we have seen a school official charge that a 
pregnant parent assaulted him by brushing away the fin- 
ger he was pointing at her during a verbal confrontation. 
This was characterized as assault and taken to a court of 
law to settle. 

And, of course, we have the battle at the school board 
meeting recently when one present school board member 
charged that a former school board member shoved her 
during an argument regarding the way she chose to vote on 
an issue. This charge also went to the police, the prosecu- 
tor and the court before the board member dropped the 
entire matter and halted the prosecution. We applaud her 
sensibility in dropping this action. 

Far too often, in the litigious climate which has devel- 
oped, the first reaction in any situation is to take legal 
action. The courts are clogged and the dockets of judges 
jammed with frivolous, silly charges, countercharges and 
suits which don’t belong there. The American legal system 
was not designed for the amusement of those involved or 
for the perpetuation of litigation. We believe it was de- 
signed to provide a system of redress or settlement of real 
wrongs or the punishment of real crimes. 

It was not conceived, either, as a method of obtaining 
wealth or payment for wrongs-and it certainly was not 
intended to create the “lottery mentality” of today where 
individuals seem to search for wrongdoings of others for 
which they can seek legal damages. 

While Shakespeare suggested killing all the attorneys, 
we would suggest that presently they are a necessary evil- 
for only attorneys protect us from the legal antics of others 
and keep those who do not have real causes from taking 
action which further clogs up the courts. 

We’d like to think that most of our residents have the 
wisdom, experience and maturity to judge the most appro- 
priate action in a conflict and settle the matter, most often, 
without the intervention of the court. Only when every 
other avenue of negotiation and compromise has been 
exhausted should the courts be used. And to resort to the 
court system should be viewed as a failure on the part of 
those involved to settle the issue-not a badge of courage 
or honor for being involved in the system. 

Lawyers belong in the courts-the rest of us do not. 


A voice of reason 

We are told that three members of the Romulus City 
Council are in favor of a vote to settle the present lawsuit 
against Environmental Disposal Systems, owners of a liq- 
uid waste disposal site under construction in the city. 

Presently, legal fees already incurred by the city are 
estimated at $130,000 and climbing-and if the city loses 
the suit-as preliminary court scuffles indicate is a strong 
possibility, the relationship with the well owners would 
preclude a promised annual residual to the city of 
$500,000. 

Once again, we strongly suggest settlement-and we 
hope that one of the four members of the council presently 
supporting the legal action will have the courage and forti- 
tude to make the best decision for the citizens of Romulus. 

Settle this matter, drop this expensive and politically- 
motivated lawsuit and negotiate an operating agreement 
which will benefit the community. 

And do it now. 
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Environmental 
concern urged 

To the editor: 

I would like to commend 
The Westland Eagle, and espe- 
cially Jennifer Placinto for the 
recent story (2/16/94) on the 
Nankin Township dump site 
located off Cowan Road in 
Westland. I felt her coverage 
was complete, fair and easy to 
understand. 

As a Westland resident from 
the Cooper School area I’ve 
had first-hand experience in 
dealing with contaminated 
sites. And while I am encour- 
aged to read about informa- 
tion now beginning to come 
forward, I am also discouraged 
to see a repeat of the same pat- 
tern for citizens living near 
this site, including those who 
frequented that area of the 
Holliday Park Nature Pre- 
serve, as what we experienced 
with Cooper. That pattern is 
one of secrecy and denial. 

Why is it that people who 
are affected the most, are al- 
ways the last to be told? 

Our city officials claim that 
no records exist on this site or 
the Cooper site, and I can be- 
lieve that, especially when old 
records are easily misplaced. 
But I cannot believe that his- 
torical knowledge couldn’t be 
uncovered if our mayor really 
wanted some answers about 
the prevalence of old dump 
sites in Westland. Where are 
they all located and what is in 
them? 

After all, the Wayne County 
Environmental Health Divi- 
sion has maintained files for 
years on many such sites. Even 
the DNR and the EPA have in- 
vestigated certain sites and 
done sampling, yet, rarely are 
these visits announced to the 
public. 

To find out, after the fact, 
that our government agencies, 
entrusted to protect human 
health and the environment 
would allow children to play 
on known landfills for years 
without any disclosure to the 
community is shocking. 

But what is even more 
shocking is the sense of apathy 
that can take hold on a society 
that views environmental pro- 
tection as an afterthought to 
the American dream of bigger 
and better. 

We must all take respon- 
sibility for “the sins of our fa- 
thers”, the toxic messes left 
buried in our back yards or 
blowing into our neighbor- 
hoods. But what sins are we 
committing today that our chil- 
dren and grandchildren will 
be left to suffer with tomor- 
row? 

If we can increase our 
awareness that we are all con- 
nected, then we can begin to 
make changes in our current 
actions and attitudes. When 
we in Westland, put our trash 
at the curb to be taken away, 
let us remember those fami- 
lies in Dearborn Heights living 
in the shadow of our solid 
waste incinerator, and espe- 



cially the young children who 
must attend school directly 
next door to that smoke stack.

Un- 
fortunately, Mr. (Ed) 
McNamara has yet to submit 
such a plan for his current 
four-year term, which expires 
at the end of this year. 

Quite simply, by doing this 
now, we allow the county exec- 
utive to violate the charter. 
This could have been avoided, 
if as I suggested, we had cho- 
sen to establish the depart- 
ment by ordinance, rather 
than by an amendment to “re- 
organizational plan” that 
doesn’t exist. For several 
years, my colleagues and I 
have expressed concerns re- 
garding the county executive’s 
office not adhering to the char- 
ter guidelines.

Goins’ 2 
charities 
seal title

It was one time that John 
Glenn High School players 
didn’t let the “- big one” elude 
them. 

Playing for every posses- 
sion, the Rockets edged Ann 
Arbor Pioneer, 74- 71, before a 
standing room only crowd at 
Jackson High School to cap- 
ture their first Class A re- 
gional basketball 
championship in the 29-year- 
history of the Westland-based 
high school. 

A spectacular second-half 
performance by senior Glenn 
forward Tony Goins, who 
scored 15 of his 23 game-high 
points in the last two periods 
climaxed a Rocket rally that 
sealed the title for the West- 
landers. 

The victory also was the 
Glenn ticket to a first appear- 
ance in the state quarter fi- 
nals. They were scheduled to 
meet Battle Creek Central last 
night at Lansing Sexton High 
School. 

“We have never won a re- 
gional,” said Schuette, “so you 
know this experience has been 
great. These kids are playing 
harder now than they have 
ever played, and each is fo- 
cused on what they have to do 
to get the job done.” 

The task was not an easy 
one for the Rockets as Pioneer, 
favored to win the regional, 
came back to take a third- 
period lead after being down 
15-10 and 33-29 after the first 
two periods. 

A tenacious Glenn defense 
and Savon Hubbard’s nine 
first-half points kept Pioneer 
in check the first 16 minutes of 
the game. But Pioneer, led by 
Brent Wall, who sank three 
treys, rallied his team to a 
25-19 third-period advantage 
that pierced the Rocket’s cush- 
ion. 

Ann Arbor had a slim 54 52 
lead after three-periods but 
also had regained the tempo 
and the momentum of the 
game. 

The Rockets went to work. 
Goins’s rapid shooting power 
and Guy Rucker’s muscle un- 
der the boards reversed the Pi- 
oneer tide. Glenn snatched the 
lead from the Pioneers mid- 
way in the last period on back- 
to-back baskets by Goins, but 
Ann Arbor refused to quit It 
stayed close until a pair of free 
throws by the senior Glenn 
captain in the closing minute 
took the wind out of Pioneer. 

Goins had 12 rebounds to go 
along with his team-high 23 
points. Hubbard finished with 
15 and Rucker, who is a junior, 
nailed 14 points, 12 rebounds 
and blocked eight shots. 

Wall culminated his prep 
cage career with a game-high 
25 points for Pioneer which 
also made good on nine of 15 
charities. Glenn canned nine 
of 18 from the free throw line.

late well to a film, but a Broad 
way musical was certainly a 
good possibility. 

Because of his association 
with Mary Martin and her hus- 
band, Ric hard Halliday. he ap- 
proached them with the idea. 
They wanned to the sugges 
lion, but were unable to locate 
the baroness to obtain the 
stage rights to her book. 

They enlisted the aid <>f an 
old friend, producer Leland 


Hayward, who agreed to pro-, 
duce the musical along with ^ 
Halliday. Hayward then ap- * 
proached his old friends, How- 
ard Lindsay and Russel 
Crouse, about writing the 
book. 

As for the music, they first 
elected to go with the original 
songs that the Trapp family 
had sung in their act in the 
1930s and 1940s with addi- 
tional pieces. Then Lindsay 
and Crouse decided to enlist 
their past associates Richard 
Rodgers and Oscar Hammers- 
tein. 

Hayward then travelled the 
globe to obtain the legal rights 
to the book, first from the Ger- 
man film makers and then 
from the baroness and Von 
Trapp children. While obtain- 
ing the rights from the German 
film makers and on one of his - 
trips to Munich, Hayward 
heard that Baroness Von 
Trapp was back from the South 
Pacific where she was a mis 
sionary. 

After hearing that a possi- 
bility of considerable royalties 
would aid her missions in New 
Guinea, she signed the legal 
papers and told Hayward 
where the other Von Trapp 
children were, literally scat- 
tered around the globe. 

With all the proper legal pa- - 
pers in place, the rehearsal 
stage began. Martin starred 
and Rodgers and Hammers- 
tein wrote the score. Howard 
Lindsay and Russel Crouse 
wrote the book. 

The end result was a box of- 
fice Broadway hit with ticket 
sales reaching $2,325,000.

Wild West-land 

Court hears details of neighborhood gunfight 


Merlino came to the door with a shotgun and 
began to open fire on the subject, Justin told 
police, shooting him twice.

A 33-year-old Westland man 
accused of shooting at an occu 
pied Westland home was 
bound over to Detroit Re- 
corder’s Court for trial on 
charges of felonious assault. 

Joseph Earl Justin, 33, 
waived his right to preliminary 
examination before 18th Dis- 
trict Judge C. Charles Bokos 
and was released on a $5,000 
personal bond. If convicted, 
Justin could face up to four 
years in prison. 

Despite the waiver, Bokos 
heard testimony from West- 
land resident George Patrick 
Merlino Sr., 52, who is sched- 
uled for a March 24 pre- trial 
on the misdemeanor charge of 
discharging a firearm. 

Merlino testified that he 
was inside the bedroom of his 
home, located on the 36300 
block of Booth, around 8:20 
a.m. Feb. 19 when,” a gentle- 
man pulled up in a gray van 
with blue strips yelling ‘I’m 
gonna shoot ... George’ and pul- 
led out a 12-gauge shotgun,” 
Merlino testified. 

According to testimony, Jus- 
tin them began shooting to- 
wards the home and a vehicle 


parked in the driveway. 

“My wife, Sharon, was in the 
front doorway ... I pushed her 
aside,” Merlino said. 

Merlino denied accusations 
that he brandished a weapon 
and fired in return hitting Jus- 
tin seven times with pellet 
shot. 

Neither Merlino nor his 
wife were injured during the 
gunfire which resulted in one 
slug hitting a large rock which 
was positioned between Justin 
and Merlino’s wife and an- 
other hitting the roof, Merlino 
testified. 

According to police reports, 
Justin apparently decided to 
take the law into his own 
hands in mid February, by 
going to the home of a 28-year- 
old man who was allegedly ha- 
rassing him. 

The incident led to a shoot- 


out between Justin and Mer- 
lino, the father of the 28-year- 
old, police said. Both men 
claim they discharged their 
weapons to defend themselves 
from the other person. 

According to Justin’s state- 
ment to police, Merlino’s 28- 
year-old son had been threat- 
ening and harassing him for 
about a month about a girl- 
friend. En route to the station, 
Justin told police he had his 
car tires slashed about a 
month prior and some KKK lit- 
erature was placed on his ve- 
hicle, police reports said. 

He later learned the 28- 
year-old man was responsible 
for these incidents and for 
making harassing phone calls 
to Justin’s home. 

In response, Justin told po- 
lice he got his 12-gauge Re- 
mington semi- automatic 


shotgun, loaded it and put the 
gun in his van before driving to 
the victim’s home to scare him, 
according to a statement given 
to Westland police. 

Justin claimed he sounded 
his car horn to get the victim’s 
attention and when the 28- 
year-old’s mother came to the 
door, he told her to keep her 
son off his property or he 
would be shot, the statement 
said. 

He showed the woman his 
shotgun and within a few sec- 
onds, Merlino came to the door 
with a shotgun and began to 
open fire on the subject, Justin 
told police, shooting him 
twice. According to reports, 
Justin was hit once in the top 
of the head, causing his base- 
ball cap to fly off, twice in the 
hand and four times in the 
right leg with six shot, other- 
wise known as BBs, Stobbe 
said. 

Justin’s 1985 Chevy van also 
suffered numerous dents as a 
result of being hit by the six 
shot, according to his state- 
ment. In self defense, Justin 
told police, he fired back four 
times with his shotgun which 
contained bullets, according to 
Stobbe.

“This 
program is designed to meet 
the specific needs of families 
in transition.” 

In addition to providing a 
safe environment where chil- 
dren’s basic needs will be met, 
the program will offer self- 
esteem building skills and a 
basic pre-school learning envi- 
ronment. 

The county Head Start pro- 
gram is the result of a $196,000

in Toledo museum

A former Westland store 
manager was bound over to 
Detroit Recorder’s Court on 
charges of embezzlement from 
the Tri-County Mattress store 
where he was once employed. 

Jeffrey Richard Metz, 38, 
waived his right to a prelimi- 
nary examination in Westland 
18th District Court. Metz was 
released on a $5,000 personal 
bond. 

If convicted, Metz faces a 
maximum of 10 years in prison. 
Detective Sgt. Jay Deschanes 
added that Metz could also be 
required to pay some or all of 
the money back in restitution 
if convicted. 

. Metz, who told police during 
his arraignment that he is 
working at a mattress store in 
Racine, Wis., can leave the 
state, but must keep De- 
schanes informed of his 
whereabouts on a weekly 
basis. 

Police arrested Metz shortly 
after a letter written by Tri- 
County owner Roger Blum in 
early February was sent to sev- 
eral local and county officials. 
Blum, who owns five area 
stores including the Westland 
store located at 38411 Ford 
Road, was concerned that the 
embezzlement report he filed 
with Westland police in mid- 
September was not being han- 
dled in a timely manner. 

Following the distribution 
of the letter to Westland Police 
Chief Emery Price, Westland 
Mayor Robert Thomas, the 
Wayne County Prosecutor 
Wayne County Sheriff and the 
Michigan State Police, Metz 
was charged with embezzle- 
ment over $100. 

“Jay Deschanes called me 
immediately at home on the 
10th and we were in the pros- 
ecutor’s office on the 14th,” 
Blum said. 

Metz, who became em- 
ployed at the store as a store 
manager in October 1992 was 
discovered to have allegedly 
embezzled some $50,000 cash 


nd $39,000 in merchandise 
com the store which he man- 
aged over a six- month period, 
according to Blum’s letter. 

Blum said he discovered the 
embezzlement activity after 
his six-month company audit 
revealed the funds were miss- 
ing. Blum said he was planning 
to open two more stores before 
the loss of funds was discov- 
ered. 

“We don’t make zillions of 
dollars. We only receive about 
$40,000 to $50,000 a year in 
profits (per store). That’s two 
years that he took away from 
me,” Blum added. 

Deschanes denied accusa- 
tions made by Blum that police 
were “protecting” the defen- 
dant because he was a forme/ 
police officer in Racine ?nd 
that Deschanes and the defen- 
dant had become friends dur- 
ing the course of the 
investigation. Deschanes said 
he is not sure whether or not 
Metz is a former Racine police 
officer. When he checked with 
Racine police, Deschanes said, 
he was told the station person- 
nel records didn’t go back that 
far. 

“He may have worked there, 
but no one remembered him,” 
Deschanes said. 

Blum complimented the po- 
lice chief on his timely re- 
sponse to the situation and the 
prompt action he received in 
the situation following his let- 
ter. 

“Until the chief got into it, it 
didn’t move along,” Blum said.

It isn’t often that one is of- 
fered an “experience of a life- 
time,” but the opportunity to 
view the Age of Reubens col- 
lection at the Toledo Museum 
of Art is one of those. 

The extraordinary exhibit 
features more than 125 paint- 
ings of Peter Paul Reubens 
and 50 of his colleagues. The 
paintings, created during the 
golden age of Flemish paint- 
ing, are from public and pri- 
vate collections in London, 
Russia, Spain, Germany, Aus- 
tria and the United States. 

The exhibit, which closes on 
April 24, will not be shown at 
any other museum. At the end 
of April, the art works will be 
returned to their collections, 
and it is doubtful that the ex- 
hibit will be assembled again 
for public viewing. 

“So far, 107,000 tickets have 
been sold for the exhibit,” said 
Tiffany Betcik of the museum 
public information office. “All 
of our morning tours have 
been sold out, and we expect 
April to be an extremely busy 
month.” 

The only other venue on the 
Reubens tour was the Museum 
of Fine Arts in Boston where 
the exhibition was organized. 

“The Toledo showing was 
made possible in part by a 
grant from the Clement O. Min- 
iger Memorial Foundation,” 
Betcik said. “The second show- 
ing was originally scheduled 
for another museum, but when 
the arrangements could not be 
finalized, Toledo, fortunately, 
was selected for the second 
showing.”

She noted that preparation 
for the major exhibit has been 
“busy and hectic,” but ex- 
tremely worthwhile.

The two paintings have not 
been shown together since 
they left the artist’s studio 
some 300 years ago,” Betcik 
said. “The Crowning of St. Cat- 
herine is considered to be the 
greatest Reubens in Ameri- 
can.” 

Paintings of the forests, gar- 
dens and countryside of 
Flanders and the diversity of 
Flemish society from its ele- 
gant high life to its boisterous 
side are featured in the ex- 
hibit. Exhibit viewers will be 
awed by the size and vivid col- 
ors of the paintings and by the 
attention to detail which char- 
acterizes the paintings of that 
era - delicate lace work, shiny 
satins and brocades - all pains- 
takenly painted to perfection. 

In addition to the many fine 
examples of Reuben’s work, 
paintings by Anthony van 
Dyck, Jacob Jordeans, Jan 
Brueghel and the Elder and 
Frans Snyders are on exhibit. 

The exhibit, which is lo- 
cated in the west wing gall- 
eries, required the relocation 
of 273 works of art to another 
site in the museum. The paint- 
ings, sculptures and decora- 
tive arts were placed in the 
Canaday Gallery, with paint- 
ings placed close together, 
sometimes five or six high on 
the 20-foot wall - an unusual 
showing and interesting dis- 
play of six centuries of Euro- 
pean art. 


During the early days of the 
exhibit, Belleville Council for 
the Arts President Chesley 
Odom and a group of members 
viewed the paintings. On April 
16, the YWCA of Western 
Wayne County plans a trip to 
the Toledo Museum.

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Man charged in 3 robberies

A Wayne man, charged with 
unarmed robbery in connec- 
tion with one of three recent 
robberies at a 7-Eleven conve- 
nience store located at 160 S. 
Venoy in Westland, was bound 
over to Detroit Recorder’s 
Court for trial Thursday. 

Gary Allen Hubbard, 23, 
waived his right to a prelimi- 
nary examination before West- 
land 18th District Judge C.

Area man to face 
trial for assault 

An April 6 arraignment on infor- 
mation has been scheduled for an 
Inkster man charged with three 
counts of criminal sexual conduct 
and assault with intent to murder in 
Detroit Wayne County Recorder’s 
Court. 

Freddie D. Triplett, 30, appeared 
for an examination March 23 before 
29th District Court Judge Carolyn 
Archbold and was bound over to 
Detroit Recorder’s Court. 

He is suspected of allegedly sex- 
ually assaulting a 16-year-old West- 
land girl near the railroad tracks in 
Wayne May 22, 1993. 

Triplett was arraigned in an out- 
county court last weekend, and a 
$50,000 cash bond was set, accord- 
ing to Wayne Police Lt. Mel Drews. 

“The victim was beaten very 
badly, left to die,” Drews said. 

The incident occurred near 
Swanson Street and Merriman 
Road at approximately 9 p.m., ac- 
cording to Drews. The teenager was 
visiting her grandmother that day. 
Drews said she was distraught 
about a death in her family and de- 
cided to take a walk. 

“She decided to take a walk that 
evening between 8:30 p.m. and 9 
p.m.,” Drews said. 

If Triplett is found guilty of as- 
sault with intent to murder and 
criminal sexual conduct, he could 
receive up to life in prison, accord- 
ing to McIntyre. 

1 wounded, 1 
dead in shooting 

A shooting incident in Sumpter 
Township on Monday afternoon left 
one man dead and another 
wounded. 

Four men had been drinking and 
playing cards in a Willis Road bar 
when a disagreement apparently 
occurred. One man left and re- 
turned with a hand gun, and shot 
two of his fellow card players, ac- 
cording to a police report. 

David Tatge, 37, of Elwell Road in 
Sumpter Township, was killed, and 
Richard Zugula, 54, of Rawsonville 
Woods, was wounded in the arm. 

Zugula was taken to St. Joseph’s 
Hospital where he was treated for 
an arm wound and released, ac- 
cording to Sumpter Township po- 
lice officers. 

The suspect, a 46-year-old Van 
Buren Township man, was arrested 
and is in custody.

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Beating victim charges police brutality

Inkster Police Chief Terry Colwell on Thursday 
said that he would launch an investigation into 
allegations that members of the department as- 
saulted a 41 -year-old Inkster resident. 

The resident, Darren Lacey, received facial 
and body lacerations. With his eyes badly 
swollen, Lacey appeared before Mayor Edward 
Bivens Jr. and council members during the Mon- 
day council session to display what he called 
“acts of police brutality.” 

“I cannot comment at this time on the allega- 
tions levied by Mr. Lacey,” said Colwell, who re- 
fused to release the name of the officers involved 
or their present employment status. “We are con- 
ducting an internal investigation.” 

In the meantime, Art Hudgens, a community 
activist, told the press on Thursday that he and 
other concerned citizens have asked for and have 
been granted a meeting with City Manager Mar- 
gie C. Rose to discuss the alleged beating. The 
meeting was scheduled for 2 p.m. Thursday, and 
city officials said “it would be closed to the me- 
dia.” 

“We want justice to prevail here,” said

Hudgens during a telephone conversation Thurs- 
day morning. “This (beating) is only one of a se- 
ries inflicted on our citizens and we’re sick and 
tired of the brutality.” 

Hudgens said that he and his group are ready 
to picket City Hall and the police department. He 
said that the police officers involved in the beat- 
ing “should be suspended immediately.” 

“We don’t want them slapped on their wrists 
and pushed inside to a desk job. These officers 
should be kicked off our police force until this 
case is completely resolved. Nothing less will do.” 

Lacey told city officials Monday at the city 
council meeting that he was awakened by his 


daughter during the early morning hours last 
Sunday and informed by her that “someone was 
ramming our garage.” 

Lacey said that he looked out the window from 
his home on North Park Drive and saw a someone 
in a car crash into the garage door and then hit 
his vehicle. He said he called police, got dressed 
and went outside to investigate. 

However, the driver took off and Lacey pur- 
sued. He caught up to the vehicle he said as po- 
lice arrived at the scene. He said that he 
attempted to inform the officers what had previ- 
ously occurred, however, they didn’t listen. In- 
stead, they beat him. 

“I begged them not to beat me,” Lacey told 
council. “But they did, anyway. They treated me 
like dirt. ..I can’t eat or sleep. There was no reason 
for them to do this to me.” 

Inkster police would not reveal the name of the 
woman involved - or if there was a woman in- 
volved in the incident. Police also would not pro- 
duce a preliminary report of the incident, saying 
that the case is under investigation. 

At the council meeting Monday night, neither 
Rose or any council member would comment. 

Bivens looked at Lacey and said: “It looks like 
from here the beating was quite brutal.” 


Mother's plea 

Leukemia victim 
requests donations

1993 was not a good year for Diane Siembor. 

Involved in a car accident last fall, the 46-Inkster 
mother of two was rushed to Garden City Hospital where, 
after treatment for injuries sustained in the accident, 
doctors later discovered she had leukemia. 

Leukemia is the malignant proliferation of white 
blood cells in the blood or bone marrow that, if not 
stopped, destroys oxygen-carrying red blood cells in the 
body. 

Cancer chemotherapy or a bone marrow transplant 
improves the victim’s condition and odds of survival, 
according to doctors. 

“Diane will need thousands of dollars to pay for a 
bone marrow transplant, which is her only hope for long- 
term survival,” said Westland resident Barbara Torrey, 
one of the victim’s three sisters who reside in the area. 
“We’re trying to raise that money for the operation.” 

The costs of the transplant and hospital stay could 
reach $225,000, according to Torrey. 

With only limited medical insurance and recently 
widowed - her husband Stanley died in December - Di- 
ane Siembor and her family are in dire need of help. 

The marrow donor’s fee alone is in the area of $26,500, 
according to Tracie Drayton, public relations director of 
My Friends Care, which is spearheading the drive to col- 
lect the money for the operation. 

“We are planning several fundraisers in the Wayne- 
Westland and Inkster area,” said Drayton. “We are seek- 
ing help to raise this money. It will not be an easy task, 
but we feel it can be accomplished.” 

Drayton said that money is only one of a series of 
obstacles that the victim is facing. 

“The hospital has not located a bone marrow donor, as 
yet,” she said. “They are still searching for one.”

Once a donor is located, the operation will take place 
in Detroit Harper Hospital, a pioneer in bone marrow 
transplantation. 

Drayton added that volunteers will host a Spring 
Open House featuring House of Lloyd Gifts and collect- 
ibles at the First United Methodist Church, 3 Town 
Square in Wayne. The fundraiser is scheduled for 1 p.m. 
until 5 p.m. Sunday. 

Then, there will be an Easter plant sale from 4 to 6 
p.m. on April 2 and from 8 a.m. until 3 p.m. on April 3 at 
the corner of Cherry Hill and Inkster roads. There is also 
an ongoing Tupperware sale.

Rouge oil spill prompts area investigation

A recent oil spill into the Rouge River in Wayne has 
stirred up controversy as to responsibility and cause of the 
incident. 

The Michigan Department of Natural Resources (DNR) 
is investigating a pool of suspected oil in the river discov- 
ered March 21 by Howard Huff, crew leader at the Wayne 
Department of Public Works, on his daily routine inspec- 
tion of the sewer holes. 

The tainted area is located behind the Local 900 United 
Auto Workers building off Michigan Avenue. 

“There was quite a bit of what looks like oil,” said Huff. 
“This is not the first time I found this kind of spill in that 
area, however. There is a pipe which starts on Van Born, 
winds and goes under to the Michigan Truck Plant.” 

Huff also stated that it is his understanding that the 
Michigan Truck Plant has a permit to dispose of a certain 
amount of oil in the pipeline, but that this amount is exces- 
sive. 

When Huff discovered the spill, he notified Monroe Ele- 
mentary School teacher Frank Walker who is a member of 
the Friends of the Rouge, an organization determined to 
clean up the Rouge River to make it safe for fish and other 
animals. 

“When Howard called me. he said there was red trans- 


mission fluid all around the area of an outfall drain,” 
Walker said. “I took my camera and started to film the spill. 

“At the time, there was a company from Inland Waters 
who said they had been hired by the Ford Motor Co. to 
clean up the spill. They were very hesitant to have me film 
the area,” Walker said. 

This activity is very disturbing for Walker and his stu- 
dents who had spent more than a year stenciling around 
the various sewers in the Wayne community with a warning 
to not deposit toxic chemicals in the drains, he explained. 

“I was disgusted because we spent so much time with 
trying to save the Rouge,” Walker said. 

Jerre Martin, news manager for the Ford Motor Co., said 
the source of the oil in the drain pipe has not been deter- 
mined yet. She noted that Ford Motor Co. did clean up the 
area. 

“The spill was brought to our attention, and we still don’t 
know the source as to who is responsible,” said Martin. “We 
initiated this voluntary cleanup because we’re good corpo- 
rate citizens. As soon as we find out who is responsible, we 
will take the necessary actions.” 

Don Newsome, environmental quality analyst with the 
DNR, said as soon as the DNR office was called about the 
spill Monday, officials were out taking samples of the oil 
substance. 

“We are investigating this matter at this time,” Newsome 
said. “I have to say that the turn around process is slow.

Robber 

shoots 
man in 
face

A Wayne resident was shot 
in the face when he refused to 
give up his money to a hitch-; 
iker attempting to rob him last 
week, according to Westland 
police Sgt. Donald Haigh. 

The 31-year-old victim was 
traveling in the City of Wayne 
around 7:45 p.m., Haigh said, 
when he offered the alleged 
assailant a ride. The man 
transported the gunman to 
Van Born and Inkster roads in 
the City of Inkster where the 
robber asked to be let out, 
Haigh said. 

The assailant then pulled 
out a small caliber pistol and 
attempted to rob the victim. 
The Wayne resident, in an at- 
tempt to avoid being robbed, 
drove off in his car and was 
shot at once, striking him in 
the cheek, Haigh said. 

The victim transported him- 
self to Annapolis Center in 
Westland and was taken to He- 
nry Ford Hospital in Detroit 
where he was treated and re- 
leased early the next morning 
with the bullet still lodged in 
his face. According to Haigh, 
doctors did not remove the 
bullet due to the risk of further 
injury. 

The alleged gunman is de- 
scribed as a 5-foot, 8-inch tall 
black male, in his 20s, weigh- 
ing 160-170 pounds. 

The shooting is under inves- 
tigation by Westland police.

A 35-year-old Inkster man 
who was arrested and charged 
In the strangulation death of 
one of 10 women killed in west- 
ern Wayne County dating back 
to the mid-1980s was found not 
guilty by a Circuit Court judge 
during a bench trial conducted 
last week in Detroit 

Rodney Haley, charged with 
the murder of Lavette Knight, 
one of four Inkster women 
raped and killed, was found 
not guilty by Judge Kaye Ter- 
tzag. 

Tertzag said that the pros- 
ecutor failed to prove beyond 
a reasonable doubt that the 
defendant had committed the 
crime. 

“I felt that there was a cred- 
ibility gap in the prosecutor’s 


key witness,” said Tertzag, dur- 
ing a telephone conversation 
on Thursday. “And, because of 
this, I felt that the prosecution 
did not prove its case beyond a 
reasonable doubt needed for a 
conviction.” 

Wayne County Assistant 
Prosecutor David Braxton, 
who prosecuted the case, was 
not available at press time for 
comment. However, Inkster 
detective Charles Hines who, 
with Michigan State Trooper 
Leonard Goretski, had investi- 
gated the case and had ar- 
rested Haley, said he was 
“extremely disappointed with 
the verdict.” 

“There’s really nothing I 
can say at this time,” Hines ad- 
ded. “But, yes, I am disap- 
pointed at this verdict.” 

Haley was arrested and ar- 
raigned on first-degree mur- 


der charges in June of 1993 in 
the rape-strangulation of 
Knight, whose body was dis- 
covered between two houses 
on Dec. 16, 1991. She was one of 
four Inkster women who was 
slain in the city of Inkster. 

At the time, police said that 
there were enough similarities 
in Knight’s slaying to link that 
homicide with the others that 
had occurred in the city and 
area during the past three 
years. 


Police also stressed at the 
time that three of the four wo- 
men slain within a few blocks 
of each other had criminal 
prostitution records and were 
involved in illegal drugs. 

Haley was arrested at a Sal- 
vation Army Adult Rehabilita- 
tion Center in Romulus after 
one of his friends told police 
that he had seen Haley go into 
a vacant building with Knight 
and that the defendant re- 
turned shortly afterward with- 
out her 


Knight’s body was found 
later in the area, lying bet- 
ween two vacant buildings. 

The Knight case returns to 
the unsolved case file. Among 
the other unsolved Inkster ho- 
micides of Inkster women are 
the deaths of Glenda Berdelle 
Tatum, Kim Beatty Rochelle 
and Linette Bolding. 

Tatum, who was 29 at the 
time of her death, was killed 
March 23, 1989. Her body was 
discovered in the 3800 block of 
Ash Street. According to the 
Wayne County Medical Exam- 
iner report she had been 
raped. Death was caused by 
strangulation. 

Then, in the same year on 
June 14, police also found the 
body of Rochelle, across from 
3655 Walnut, a few houses from 
i^ere she lived. Death also 
whs by strangulation. 


Linette Bolding was suffo- 
cated to death on Sept. 29 in 
the Cherry and Walnut street 
area. She was 28 at the time of 
her death and had been sexu- 
ally assaulted. 

There has been no similar 
homicide since Dec. 26, 1991 
when Knight was slain. For 
some inexplicable reason, the 
homicides have stopped, and 
neither the FBI or a Task 
Force set up to investigate 
them, have an answer to why 
the killer or killers have not 
struck again. 

At least one investigator 
said that he believed that the 
killer may have been incarcer- 
ated or ill. 

“If we are ever to crack 
these cases, we are going to 
need new leads and help from 
the public,” said the investiga- 
tor, who asked for anonymity.

“The evidence further es- 
tablished that on Feb. 24, 1992, 
John Goodloe stole one tractor 
trailer containing 60, 5.0 liter, 
truck engines, and another 
tractor trailer containing 1008 
new truck tires from the Michi- 
gan Truck Plant,” said En- 
gstrom. “John Goodloe was 
arrested shortly after attempt- 
ing tc sell the two trailers of 


tires and engines to an under- 
cover FBI agent” 

The total value of vehicles 
and merchandise stolen from 
Ford Motor Co. was in excess 
of $500,000. 

“The two ex-employees of 
Ford Motor Co. who were in- 
volved in the theft have al- 
ready pleaded guilty and been 
sentenced,” Engstrom said. 
“John Goodloe faces a maxi- 
mum sentence of up to 35 years 
in prison or fines totaling 
$3,250,000 or both. 

“Any sentence will be im- 
posed under the U.S. Sentence 
Guidelines according to the 
nature of the offense and the 
criminal background of the de- 
fendant.” 

The case was investigated 
by FBI agents.

Youngsters learn to respect, trust policemen in anti-drug program

When we asked youngsters to submit nominations for the Top 
Cop, the overwhelming response came from children involved in 
the Drug Awareness Resistance Education (DARE) programs in 
area schools. 

Clearly, the officers teaching the classes were not only effec- 
tive in delivering their anti-drug messages, they also presented a 
positive image of police officers. Youngsters who sent in their 
nominations perceived the DARE officers as their teachers, 
helpers and their friends. In many instances, youngsters wrote 
about how the DARE officers involved themselves in all aspects 
of the students’ school experiences - attending special programs, 
visiting camps and joining the classes in after-school or weekend 
activities. 

Hundreds of letters were received some individual nomina- 
tions and others in packets from entire classes. Although ofii 
cers were nominated from all of the six communities served by 
Associated Newspapers, the overwhelming number of responses 
named Westland Officer Jeff Gillespie and Romulus Officer 
Tohn Leacher. 


Excepts from some of the letters illustrate the adjniration and 
respect that the youngsters have for the DARE officers. 

“He (Officer Gillespie) not only taught us about dangers of 
drugs, he became our teacher and our friend,’’ wrote a student 
named Kim.

“My mom and dad told me not to do drugs, but they did not 
help as much as Officer Gillespie did,” confided a girl named 
Jessica in her letter.

“Officer Leacher just doesn’t teach us as if he was a cop. He 
teaches us as a regular person,” commented Heather.

“Officer Gillespie has helped me and my friends with a lot of 
problems,” said Emily. 

A student named Jessica credited Officer John Leacher for 


teaching her right from wrong. 

“I hope Officer Gillespie gets to stay at our school for a very 
long time. I hope he gets to be Top Cop,” said Christie, one of 
many youngsters who nominated the Westland DARE officer. 

“He also tells us not to do drugs so that when we grow up to be 
20, we will be healthy and alive, not dead,” commented Amber in 
her letter. 

“Officer Leacher is nice to us and he listens to us,” wrote 
Ryan. 

Tommy, 12, nominated Rick Aro, a Michigan State Police offi 
cer, for Top Cop because “he has helped people in the line of 
duty for 14 years.” 

A group of second- and third-graders from P.D. Graham Ele- 
mentary School students nominated Rene LeBlanc for the honor 
“because he is always there when something is wrong. He has 
stopped someone from committing suicide and he has always 
been nice to everyone.” 

In addition to all of the positive qualities that the youngster 
mentioned about their DARE instructors, 11-year-old Katie com- 
mented that her DARE officer “always makes corny jokes and 
riddles,” and adds “he is worthy of the honor.”

Romulus Police Officer 
John Leacher has been named 
a “Top Cop” this year based on 
the hundreds of letters from 
students he has influenced. 

Leacher, who has served as 
the Romulus Drug Awareness 
Resistance Education officer 
for the last two years, said he 
has worked both the patrol 
beat and the DARE assign- 
ment during his seven years on 
the force. 

But becoming a father of a 
daughter two years ago and 
seeing the growing rate of 
youth violence nationally have 
deeply sensitized him to the 
value of DARE officers today, 
he said. 

In addition to the classes he 
offers in area schools, Leacher 
also makes sure he has some 
time for individual talks with 
students each week. 

One of those private talks 
last year proved extremely 
valuable to a Romulus girl, 
who confided to him first that 
she had been sexually abused 
by a family member. 

After conferring with her 
and obtaining professional 
counseling to help her through 
the trauma, Leacher said the 
troubled girl’s marks rose from 
Cs and Ds last year to honor 
roll rates this year. 

“I am proud that my open

relationship with all students 
helped this girl come forward, 
so that this stigma pressure 
could be taken off her back 
and that her self esteem could 
be greatly enhanced at this 
early age,” he said. 

But some students’ prob- 
lems are not that easy to re- 
lieve, Leacher said. “It 
troubles me that some stu- 
dent’s families have so in- 
grained anti-police feelings in 
their children, it makes it hard 
to develop such relationships 
with them. 


“But we have been trained 
in DARE classes never to give 
up on any child today, because 
to do so could have stark or, in 
some cases, fatal results later,” 
he continued. 

Leacher was recently ques- 
tioned by members of the elec- 
tronic media following the 
shooting death of Romulus 
High School graduate Christo- 
pher Jones. 

He said he expressed his 
frustration that no one appar- 
ently had been able to emo- 
tionally reach the 15-year-old 
Taylor boy who is accused of 
the tragic shooting. 

“As DARE officers we never 
know how many such tragedies 
we head off by developing 
communication links with 
such children at an early age. 
Many lonely children today 
feel they have no one to talk 
to. ..not even their parents,” 
Leacher said. 

“It remains obvious that 
children living in stressed-out 
families today need to be able 
to vent their frustrations be- 
fore they are released in the 
form of rage against society,” 
Leacher concluded. 

In the letters of support for 
Leacher from Romulus stu- 
dents, he is praised as “a 
leader, a good role model, a 
man who always has time for 
us (students) and someone we 
can rely on when everyone 
else is too busy to listen.”

time permits. He also visits 
with children on the play- 
ground and in the lunchroom 
talking to students one-on-one. 

“The best thing about being 
a DARE officer is getting to 
know the students and letting 
them know that police are reg- 
ular people,” Gillespie said. 

The officer said he enjoys 
following the progress of 
DARE graduates year after 
year and hopes a full-time 
DARE program will be ini- 
tiated in the junior high 
schools as well. Currently 
DARE officers visit the junior 
high schools for only a few 
hours each week, walking the 
halls and talking to students at 
lunch time. 

“Each year the students 
have a different thing to tell 
you about their lives,” Gill- 
espie said. 


The primary purpose of 
DARE is to teach students how 
to say “no” to drugs without 
feeling obligated to try nar- 
cotics due to peer pressure. 

“We teach students that they 
can say ‘I don’t need drugs and 
this is the reason why,”’ Gill- 
espie said. 

According to the Top Cop, 
students learn eight different 
ways they avoid drugs without 
seeming like an outcast to the 
other students. 

“Students want to be popu- 
lar. They know ways they can 
say ‘no’ and get out gracefrilly,” 
Gillespie said. “They learn 
how peer pressure affects 
them - how to stand up and 
build self-esteem.” 

One thing that may surprise 
parents, Gillespie said, is their 
children’s knowledge of drugs. 

“I think they (students) 
know more than their parents 
think they do (about drugs),” 
Gillespie said. 

Gillespie advised parents to 
set aside time each week to 
spend with their children and 
considering enrolling in par- 
enting programs offered 
through DARE. 

“I think parents need to be 
more aware. They have to take 
time out to talk to their chil- 
dren,” the officer said. 

DARE parenting programs 
focus on helping parents to un- 
derstand their children and 
relate to them. 

“It’s like reminding parents 
how it was when you were a 
child,” Gillespie said. 

A graduate of East Pointe 
Schools, Gillespie has two 
daughter?, one attending Mich- 
igan State University and the 
other attending Plymouth- 
Canton Schools.

Drug education program emphasizes education, prevention, resistance

Although the main goal of 
the Drug Awareness Resis- 
tance Education (DARE) pro- 
gram is to assist children in 
recognizing and resisting the 
pressures that influence them 
to experiment with drugs, an 
offshoot of the program has 
been to provide youngsters 
with a different view of police 
officers. 

Prior to entering the pro- 
gram, many children viewed 
officers with suspicion and 


fear. After the 17-week DARE 
program, students learned to 
accept the officers as their 
teachers, friends and confi- 
dants. 

“The DARE program fo- 
cuses on four major areas,” 
said Van Buren Public Safety 
Director Mark Perkins. “It pro- 
vides accurate information 
about alcohol and drug abuse 
resistance education, teaches 
students decision-making 
skills, shows youngsters how to 
resist peer pressure and gives 
them ideas for alternatives to 


drug abuse. 

The program is aimed at 
fifth-graders, but has ex- 
panded to included children 
in the lower elementary 
grades as well as those in the 
middle and high schools in 
many areas. An abbreviate 
program is available to young 
sters in kindergarten through 
fourth grade. 

“The instructional guide for 
project DARE has been devel- 
oped to assist police officers, 
school administrators and 


teachers in the planning and 
implementation of a program 
drug abuse resistance,’’ 
Perkins said. 

The program is organized 
into 17 45-minute to one hour 
sessions, conducted by a po- 
lice officer, and the last ses- 
sion is designated as a 
graduating assembly. 

“Project DARE offers a vari- 
ety of activity oriented tech- 
niques which are designed to 
encourage student generated 
responses to problem solving 
situations,” the public safety 


director said. 

“The curriculum was devel- 
oped by the Los Angeles Uni- 
fied School District in 1983. 
and covers such topics as how 
to say ‘no’ to peers. It builds 
self-esteem, assertiveness and 
social alternatives to drug 
use,” Perkins said. 

The initiation of the DARE 
program was prompted by the 
realization that children were 
becoming involved in the drug 
culture at an earlier age. At 
the same time, it became ap- 
parent that halting the supply 


of illegal drugs into the coun- 
try was a nearly impossible * 
task. The DARE program was ; 
established to educate ele- • 
mentary students about the ; * 
consequences of drug abuse, 
and to ultimately stop the de- ! 
mand for illegal drugs. 

In 1987, a pilot program was * 
introduced in selected school > 
districts in Cheboygan, Eaton, ;• 
Ingham and Livingston coun- 
ties in Michigan. As of three . •! 
years ago, there were 218 qual- 
ified DARE instructors in the • 
state.

Few Romulus area resi- 
dents feel that new Detroit 
Mayor Dennis Archer will al- 
low the Tigers’ baseball team 
to leave Detroit, but the nego- 
tiations are filled with so many 
political options it is guaran- 
teed that the Detroit stadium 
issue won’t be a “done deal” 
for months. 

One Romulus city official, 
who prefers to remain anony- 
mous, said Hitch feels sorry he 
made so many “I want to keep 
the Tigers in Detroit” state- 
ments earlier. 

Jackie Denton of nearby 
Taylor, looked up from her 
lunch at McDonalds and said 
“Mayor (Beverly) McAnally 
shouldn’t agree to any Tiger 
Stadium move to Romulus, un- 
less Mike guarantees she can 
sing the Star Spangled Banner 
on opening day 1996!"

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Patients’ out-of-pocket costs would vary, based on the type of 
plan they choose which include: 

• Health Maintenance Organization (HMO)-Patients opt for med- 
ical services provided by clinic-like operations or networks of 
affiliated physicians and medical support services. Choice of 
physicians may be more limited, while out-of-pocket expenses 
would be generally lower than with fee-for-services plans. 

• Fee-For Service-This is the traditional pick-your-own doctor 
and pay-as-you-go plan. Patients would get the most freedom of 
choice with this plan, but also play the highest premiums. 

• Hybrid Plans Patients can choose a combination of HMO and 
free-for-service called a preferred provider plan. It would be 
more expensive than a HMO, but offer patients more control to 
choose physicians and treatments. 

Do area residents like the Clinton health plan? Some visitors 
at Health-O-Rama favored the nationwide coverage while others 
were against it 

“I’m not in favor of the plan because it doesn’t help me at all,” 
said Dearborn resident Stephanie Dupuie. “I have excellent 
health coverage right now from my husband who works for 
Ford.” 

Romulus resident Catherine Laughlin said she is in favor of 
the plan as long as it will cover those who don’t have health 
insurance. 

“I think the people who don’t have any health insurance right 
now should be the ones first covered,” Laughlin said. “I think it’s 
about time we had some kind of coverage for those who can’t 
afford it.” 

Westland resident H. William Snell said he has some con- 
cerns about the Clinton plan causing problems with the health 
coverage he has already. 

“As long as it doesn’t interfere with what I have right now 
then I don’t mind, but if it does, I’m not in favor of it,” Snell said. 

Wayne resident Nancy Pride said her children are the biggest 
concern when dealing with health insurance. 

“tf it covers the people in the gray area like my son who is 24 
years old, then I think it will be a benefit to me,” Pride said. “I 


think we also need more events like this Health-O-Rama, and we 
need 24-hour clinics with real doctors.” 

For elderly people, the Clinton health plan would expand 
Medicare benefits to include home health care and prescription 
drugs. Medicare recipients would not have to join new insur- 
ance plans unless they wanted to or unless their states folded 
Medicare into the new plans. 

All children would be covered for preventive care, such as 
immunizations and check-ups. Also covered under the Clinton 
plan would be eye exams for children and glasses for youths 
under 18 years old. Dental check-ups and emergency dental care 
would also be included. 

Some Pap smears and mammograms to detect cancer would 
be covered for women, but not as many as most doctors suggest. 
Prenatal care would also be covered. 

Those with lower incomes would pay reduced premiums if 
their incomes are below 150 percent of the poverty line, cur- 
rently $14,000 a year for a family of four. 

Insured workers, if they switch jobs, would keep their insur- 
ance and have any pre-existing health conditions covered. 

Uninsured workers would get insurance through their em- 
ployers. Annual out-of-pocket costs would be limited to $1,500 
for an individual or $3,000 for a family. 

Part-time workers who work 10 to 30 hours a week in one job 
would get part of their health premiums paid by their em- 
ployers. 

Self-employed people would pay their own premiums, but 
they could deduct them on income tax returns. 

All tests at the Annapolis Hospital and Project Health- 
O-Rama were performed by health professionals. The event took 
place March 22 to March 25.
